No Sign Indicating Break 
In Disarmament 


Impasse 


PARIS, March 19, — France had 
rejected the latest German propo- 
sals for disarmament today and 
had made it clear, in a note to 
Great Britain, that she refused to 
disarm in the face of “German re- 
armament.” 

The French communication, un- 
animously approved by the cabinet 
Saturday and to be presented in 
London Monday, demanded as a 
condition for a reduction in French 
forces, guarantees of security, chief- 

from Great Britain. 

That Germany is ready to “con- 
tract to the farthest conceivable 
limit and in no case make an appeal 
for force,” was set forth in the 
German disarmament message to 
France. It was published here Sat- 
urday night. 

This note emphasized that .Ger- 
many can no longer accept the 
armaments level fixed in the post- 
war Versaillés treaty and declared 
that Great Britain and Italy have 
recognized this point. 

French reaction to Chancellor 
Hitler's memorandum brought forth 
the immediate contention here that 
there had been no change whatever 
in the German arms attitude and 
that no progress had been made in 
months of negotiations. 

The German plea for an army 
bigger than that sanctioned by the 
Versailles Pact and corresponding 
eguipment was rejected by French 
statesmen, who took the position 
that its acceptance by France would 
be an official acknowledgement 
that the treaty of Versailles was no 
longer in force.

Debtors Owed 4 Times 
What They Borrowed 


Impossible for Farm Debt- 
or to Pay With Present 


Prices for His Produce. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—Why 
are higher prices so essential to 
business recovery? That is the 
question most often asked and dis- 
cussed. The answer is simply this: 

To liquidate the country and 
make it solvent. The reasof: 

The farm debtor, due to the de- 
pression, owed on the average 
four times as much as he had 
borrowed, due to the drop in raw 
commodity prices. 

At the same time the creditor 
was collecting—or trying to col- 
lect—twice 26 much as he had 
lent in. terms of finished products. 

Here is how it works out. Sup- 
pose a farmer, with wheat at $1.20 


could then repay it with 120 bush- 
els of wheat. But at the depres- 
sion low, with wheat at 30 cents, 
it would have taken four times as 
much, or 480 bushels, to repay it. 

In the same way finished prod- 
ucts were cut in half, in many 
cases. 


+ 


and quickly to come again in line 
with debts would be impossible, 
for buying power would not rise 
as fast. Therefore, the federal 
government undertook to help in 
a vast nation-wide writing down 
of debts. 

A two-way recovery program 
thus in motion: 

1—The upward movement of 
prices and buying power to 
meet debts, 

2—The downward revision of 
debts to meet prices. 

When those two trends meet, and 
strike a level at which the country’s 
farmers and business are again 
solvent, the ideal of recovery will 
have been reached. 

One objection offered to this is 
that the recovery program involves 
large scale credits—borrowing, and 
that debts will keep far ahead of 
the rise in prices and buying power. 
But that does not hold water. 

The reason is that dollars bor- 
roWed on a rising market can be 
repaid with less goods or products 
when a higher level is reached. 

Debts contracted in 1932, for in- 
stance, with wheat at 30 cents, 
could be repaid today with half the 
wheat with the price around 60

WAGES, CLAIM

OTTAWA, March 19.—The tariff, 
not mass buying, is at the bottom 
of the starvation wages paid in the 
garment trade, now under investi- 
gation by the Stevens Committee of 
the House. 

This is the contention of R. J. 
Deachman, who points out that 
while the price index of nearly 
all commodities has fallen sharp- 
ly during the past few years, the 
price index of woollen cloth was 
actually higher in September, 
1933, than it was in September, 
1930, 

And it was in 1930, he recalls, 
that a special session of Parliament 
was ‘held to adjust tariffs in ful- 
filment of Premier Bennett's prom- 
ise: “I will make the tariff fight 
for you.” 

What has happened, said Deach- 
man, is that prices of other products 
have crashed but the tariff has kept 
the price of woollen cloth, the raw 
material of the clothing manufact- 
urer, at the same level. 


PRICES TOO HIGH 

And this price, amid a general 
decline in purchasing power, was 
a price at which the manufactured 
garment could not be sold, he says.

Until she passed out of Greek 
territorial waters, the vessel char- 
tered by Insull was ordered to com- 
municate regularly with the port of 
Piraeus. Early today, officials an- 
nounced the Maiotis had reported 
she was clearing these waters and 
would no longer be heard from. 

No newspapermen are known to 
have boarded the Maiotis at Piraeus, 
but nevertheless two Greek news- 
papers today printed. what they 
claimed was an exclusive interview 
with Insull. 

“If I return to America they 
would kill me. It is the well- 
known mania with which the Am- 
erican government has pursued 
me.”

John Ferguson, 25, Tells of

HIGH PRAIRIE, March 19.— 
Late Saturday night, at the pre- 
liminary hearing of John Fergu- 
son, 25, charged with the fhurder 
of Louis Jobin, 74, Corporal Jas. 
Faulkner, R.C.M.P., submitted to 
the court an alleged signed con- 
fession of guilt by Ferguson. 
Corporal Faulkner swore he had 
warned accused that anything he 
might say would be used against 
him at his trial.

This 
is all I got to say.” 

“Your father is at the barn and 
wants you,” said John Beauchamp, 
alias John Ferguson, a half-breed 
of 25. He was speaking to his 
sweetheart, Marcella Jobin, 16, at 
her home 18 miles north of High 
Prairie, last Thursday morning 
shortly after six o'clock. This tes- 
timony was given by the girl.

ROME, March 19.—-Italy, Austria 
and Hungary had become allies to- 
day for their premiers signed three 
consultative pacts here Saturday 

The pacts were drawn in an un- 
restricted manner and invite the 
collaboration of all other European 
nations in a program for peace and 
commercial co-operation. 

Highlights of the pacts follow: 

1—The three powers will work 
together politically. 

2.—They wilt consult one another 
before taking any political action 

3.—Italy, Austria and Hungary 
will widen their existing commer- 
cial accords 

4—Hungary’s agricultural diffi- 
culties will be settled. 

5.—All three countries will facil- 
itate traffic through the Adriatic 


ports. : 

6—A permanent economic com- 
mission will watch commercial de- 
velopments of the three countries. 

7.—Preferential treatment for 
Austrian manufacturers in the Ital- 
ian market will be accorded by 
later action. 

Premier Benito Mussolini, Chan- 
cellor Engelbert Dollfuss of Aus- 
tria, and Premier Julius Goemboes 
of Hungary signed the pacts with 
a golden pen in the huge office of 
Mussolini in the Venezia Palace 

Dollfuss, in an interview after the 
lsigning, said that the agreements 
| were distinguished by their frank- 
ness, containing “no hidden men- 
aces’ of any kind and “literally 
avoid any antagonism towards other 
states.” 

The political pact will be carried 
out in conformity with existing 
treaties.

If they pass the bill, 
there is no chance in the world} 
that the Canadian wheat trade will 
escape control. If they reject it, 
there is a fair probability that the 
wheat agreement, so far as it im- 
pinged on Canada, will disappear 
into limbo, They have the best of 
reasons for weighing the merits of | 
the agreement and voting on the 
bill accordingly. 


What does the agreement purport 
to do, according to its sponsors? It 
will, they say, improve the condi- 
tion of the wheat growers. How 
will it do so” To this question there 
is yet no acceptable answer. The 
solution of the wheat farmer's 
problem is a rise in the price of 
his product, now depressed to a 
point at which profits are prac- 
tional if they exist at all. Certain- 
ly it is desirable by every possible 
means to lift the price of wheat 
Unfortunately, there is no evidence 
that the wheat agreement will lift 
it by one cent a bushel. 

Canada, by the terms of the 
agreement, limits its sales of wheat 
abroad, but do the importing 
nations agree to buy the curtailed 
quantity or to pay a specified price 
for all or any of it? They do not 
There is no promise of either better 
markets or better prices 

The futility of planning wheat 
production has recently been prov- 
ed in the United States where the 
winter wheat crop of 1934 is fairly 
sure to be larger than that of 1933 
despite the payment of huge | 
bonuses to farmers for acreage re- 
duction. No attempt to control acre- 
age is to be made in Canada. Mr. 
Bracken says. Price-boosting by 
the creation of an actual scarcity 
will not be tried. But the limitation

ILLUSORY HOPE 


This is an entirely illusory hope. |

DINNER HERE 
ON APRIL 9 


To Celebrate Anniversary, 
| of Capture of Ridge by 
' Canadian Corps 


Sponsored jointly by the Edmon- | 
ton Military Institute and the, 
Garrison Officers’ Mess, a dinner is 
being held on Monday, April 9, in 
celebration of the anniversary of 
the capiure of Vimy Ridge by the 
Canadian Corps on Monday, April, 
9, 1917. 

A special feature will be an ad- 
dress by Capt. H. G. (Paddy) Nolan, 
M.C. This talk will deal with the 
“Battle of Vimy,” and will be illus- 
trated with actual photographs of 
this historical event by means of 
lantern slides.

SOUL-STIRRING PERIOD 

Easter Sunday and Monday, 1917, 
will always stand out in the 
memories of members of the Cana- 
dian corps. For them it is one of 
the soul-stirring periods of the 
Great War. Vimy Ridge constituted 
a military front of defence of great 
importance. To the north it dom- 
inated the Loos Salient; and to the 
south commanded the Arras Salient 
and the Arras-Cambrai road. The 
position was of tremendous advan- 
tage to the enemy. From the crest 
of the ridge they could observe 
movements of allied troops for 
miles to the west, whereas their 
own movements were entirely hid- 
den except from acroplanes, and 
| large numbers of enemy troops 
could assemble unobserved and in 
comparative sécurity. 

To the Canadian corps was given 
the responsibility of capturing this 
important position. Gen. Sir Julian 
Byng’s operation orders on April 
4, 1917, opened as follows: “On Z 
day ... the Canadian troops will 
undertake the capture of Vimy 
Ridge...” 

Preparations were made with fev- 
erish activity in the days following. 
|On April 7 Corps Operation Orders 
}announced that “Zero hour is fixed 
for 5:30 a.m, April 9." Just before 
zero hour all guns ceased firing at 
the same instant. Then at exactly 
5:30 a.m. every gin on the twelve- 
mile front opened up and the entire 
countryside to the west of the 
Arras-Bethune road became an in- 
ferno, and the earth trembled with 
the shock. Each gun was allotted 
but a 16-yard front, and by switch- 
ing the guns a few degrees after

First, the Germans had con- 
sidered the position an impregnable 
one; and, sécond, it was the first 
occasion on which the Canadian 
corps had operated as a corps in its 
entirety.

veloped in the preliminary trial, but 
Louis Jobin, father of the girl, was 
shot dead there by the young half- 
breed lover. 

Corporal Faulkner of High 
Prairie arrested John at the home 
of his mother nearly three miles 
from the scene of the tragedy 
without resistance. Marcella was 
present with him at the time, but 
whether he forced her to accom- 
pany him against her will, or 
whether she accompanied hi 
voluntarily has not yet be 
brought out. 


According to the evidence sub- 
mitted by Corporal Faulkner, John 
approached Louis Jobin in the barn 
and asked him for money due him 

,for wages. Jobin replied that he 
would not pay a cent; that he might 
shoot him but he wouldn't pay. 
Acting on the suggestion John then 
shot him first in the face, then in 
the back after he had fallen and 
was on the ground. It was then he 
is alleged to have gone to the house 
and given the girl the message 
concerning her father. 

The inquest was held in High 
Prairie Friday and continued late 
into the night, the jury finding that 
Jobin met his death from gunshot 
wounds allegedly inflicted by Fer- 
guson. 

The preliminary trial sat in High 
Prairie cornmencing Saturday evén- 
ing and was conducted by Magis- 
trate William Stewart. 

The gun, a 25-20 used by the ae- 
cused, belonged to another half- 
breed who lived with John in the 
same house.

If Madame Recamier lived to- 
day she might be called beautiful 
but dumb.

Madame Recamier was not so 
so dumb as to believe the old 
adage:—"“Beauty is its own re- 
ward.” She wanted more—and 
got it. When she was fifteen she 
married a rich banker three times | 
her age and feathered her nest 
with bank notes, The nest became 
one of the historic salons of Paris 
in spite of the fact that its mis- 
tress possessed not one of the es- 
sentials.

After a pause of about a 
minute there was heard a continu- 
ous roll of thunder, which first was 
held from a southwesterly direc- 
tion and seemed to move eastward, 
fading away in the southeast.

There was a final great 
flash of light and this was followed 
by a terrific explosion in the air, 
The noise seemed to be coming | 
from above some clouds. It shook | 
the houses but no damage was done, 
I thought that a meteorite must 
have fallen in the vicinity of Buf- 
falo lake, r) 

“Some persons in this Vicinity 
said they first thought an earth- 
quake accompanied by lightning 


was responsible for the pheno- 
menon.” 
Ferintosh residents believe the 


meteor hit the earth a few miles 
from that place. 

“The last blinding flash from the 
meteor and the explosion took 
place, we think, a few miles south- 
west of Ferintosh, Houses shook 
and radios rattled. The meteor 
gave off a brilliant silver-green 
light. So far the people around here 
have not been able to find any 
trace of a meteorite,” reported Mrs. 
S. M. Smith of Ferintosh. 

Shortly after the meteor was ob- 
served there was a report that a 
“ball of fire’ had buried itself in a 
farmer's field near Saskatoon but 
this report could not be confirmed. 
Persons in Lloydminster reported 
that they had seen a brilliant flash 
of light but heard no explosion. 

As far as can be ascertained the 
meteor was not seen by many Ed- 
monton residents although there 
was a flash about 8:30 which was 
only momentary and was thought 
to be lightning. 

Motorists on the Banff-Calgary | 
highway saw a brilliant green flash 
in the sky to the north and heard 
a muffled explosion and residents

NOT NEW IN WEST 

Meteorites of considerable size 


have visited the Canadian west on 
several previous occasions. A few 
years ago one passed over Canada, 
and from the course of its flight 
was supposed to have dropped into 
the north Atlantic, 

Several meteorites, weighing over 
a hundred pounds, have been un- 
earthed in Saskatchewan and now 
repose in natural history 
geologic museums. One huge 
meteorite estimated at not less than 
10,000 tons landed in _ northern 
Siberia about twenty years ago, 
causing destruction to forests and 
herds, and giving rise to the belief 
that an earthquake had visited the 
district. 

Meteorites are composed. of 
masses of iron with a percentage of 
nickel and become white hot and 
incandescent in passing through the 
earth's atmosphere. Scientists say 
that they have been wanderers in 
space since the dawn of creation, 
travelling in vast orbits until drawn 
into the field of the earth’s attrac- 
tion, when they are brought to 
earth, 

USUALLY BURY SELVES 

Usually they bury themselves 
deep in the earth and can only be 
located by calculating the probable 
place of contact and by prospect- 
ing for them. Some of the larger 
meteorites than in prehistoric times 
have buried themselves in the 
Sahara, in the Carolinas and in 
Colorado have been located by the 
magnetic attraction of the iron. 

One of the objects of veneration 
to the Moslem religionists is a black 
stone built into the Kaaba at 
Mecca, which “came from Heaven.” 
It is a meteorite and “came from 
Heaven” in the same sense that all 
meteorites came from the outer 
spaces of the heavens,

Though not less than 
meteors are said to strike the earth 
every 24 hours, most of them merely

An insight into the Douglas “So- 
Credit Plan” was afforded 


members of the legislature this 
morning when the house sat in 
| committee in the Legislative Cham-

| ber and listened to Principal Wm. 
| Aberhart of a Calgary High School, 
who is well known as an exponent 
of the Douglas plan. 
| With the aid of a chart, Mr.~Ab- 
| erhart showed how the wages of 
production, which are necessarily 
less than the price of commodities 
| (which must include overhead and 
profit), could be supplemented by 
| issues of Social Credit, which would 
be retired by a levy on larger in- 
comes, thus maintaining a constant 
flow of “the bloodstream of the 
state.” He argued that the levy on 
profits for retirement purposes 
would not be an additional impost 
because with the increased con- 
sumption of goods, the turnover of 
| the producer would be so much the 
| greater, 

Mr. Aberhart pointed out that the 
| purchasing power of Alberta last 
year was $218,000,000 or $40,000,000 
less than in the previous year. 

Strongly urging the members of 


| have Major Douglas address them, 
Mr. Aberhart said that if the $1200 
jfee requested was an obstacle he 
j would be willing to assume that 
obligation himself in the public in- 
terest. 


ANXIOUS TO LEARN 

He was subjected to a great deal 
of questioning by members desir- 
ous of testing the Douglas plan or 
of learning more about it.

With grain 
in the warehouses and goods in the 
stores, there is no need for people

ITALY IS FIRST 
_ INSIXTY YEARS 


Blackshirt Era is Coming 
Benito Tells His 


Followers 
ROME, March 19. — A 60-year 
program of internal and external 


| expansion which in the 21st century 

will give Italy the “primacy of the 
| world” was outlined Sunday by 
Premier Benito Mussolini in a 
speech to cheering Fascists of the 
kingdom. That century, he said, 
will be a “blackshirt era.” 

The dictator spoke in the Rome 
Opera House to the so-called quin- 
quenniail assemblye of the regime 
one week before the five-year elec- 
| tion. 

In the audience were virtually 
all of Italy's noted men, including 
Guglielmo Marconi, the inventor, 
the cabinet, provincial prefects and 
other officials. 

“In this age of plans,” 1 Duce 
declared, “I want to lay before you 
a plan not for five years or 10 
| years, but for 60 years, carrying on 
to the 2lst century, at which time 
Italy will have the primacy of the 
world. 

“Italy has no future in the west 
}and north. Her future lies in the 
feast and south in Asia and Africa. 
|The vast resources of Africa must 
be valorized and Africa brought 
| within the civilized circle. 

“I do not refer to conquest of 
|territory but to natural expansion, 
| We demand that nations which have 
}already arrived in Africa do not 
| block at every step of Italian ex- 
pansion.”

}ring particularly to France 

| Internally, Mussolini said, ime 
mediate objectives were comple- 
tion of swamp reclamation by 1940, 
new aqueducts and highways, plans 
to re-create Italian municipalities, 
complete rebuilding of 500,000 rural 
houses and repairs to 930,000 rural 
houses, a work of 30 years. 

“But in this phenomenon,” he 
continued, “it is necessary to dis- 
tinguish positive from negative Fas- 
}cism. Positive Fascism knows how 
to destroy the old and rebuild the 
new, whereas negative Fascism 
knows only how to destroy.”

THE SETTLEMENT SCHEME 
Up to date, 351 families have been placed 

on land under the relief settlement scheme in 

which municipality, province and the Dominion 
combine to provide the necessary means for 

moving a family onto land and giving them a 

|| moderate start toward self-support there. Of 

these, 189 families have gone from Edmonton. 
As the scheme has been in operation for 


|| two seasons, the number located is by no means 


large. But as the offer is limited to those who 
own or can secure land on their own account, 


the project may be considered as moderately 


|} successful. Certainly successful enough to war- 


rant a continuance of the policy; the more so 
because this is the one positive effort that is 
being made to restore victims of unemployment 
to a position of independence. 

The cost,to the province has been $49,000. 
The cost to the municipalities concerned and to 
the Dominion is presumably the same. That 
averages at something less than $170 per fam- 
ily for each of the contributing authorities. It 
would have cost that much to maintain them 
in the cities on “direct relief,’ and the families 
would be no better off now than they were two 
years ago. From the financial stand-point the 
plan looks to be altogether to the good, taking 


| into account the improved position and pros- 


|| pects of the families concerned. 


NO MORTGAGE WAR WANTED 

| While Mr. Matheson, member for Vegreville, 
failed to get the legislature to proclaim a mor- 
{| atorium on debts and taxes, he presented facts 
to show that only prompt and vigorous action 
on the part of provincial and federal govern- 
kind 


ments may prevent a moratorium of a 
coming into effect of itself. 

One-third of the farmers in the province, 
the member for Vegreville said, have placed 
themselves under the jurisdiction of the debt 
adjustment board, thus pleading inability to 
meet their obligations. The other side of the 
picture was, “There has been no disposition on 
the part of creditors to compromise” except in 
unusual circumstances. 

The stage is thus set for an indefinite dead- 
lock, not between the debt-ridden farmer and 
his creditor, but between the debt adjustment 
board and the creditors. That dead-lock should 
be continued, and presumably will be con- 
tinued, until 
farmer's ability to pay or until machinery is 
perfected for arranging settlements, by compul- 
sion where necessary. 

Alberta does not want a “war of evictions,” 
and that would almost certainly occur if the 
|| protection of the debt adjustment board were 
removed before improved conditions or settle- 
ment procedure shall make the just liquidation 
of debts possible. What happened in the west- 
ern states when foreclosures and evictions were 
attempted is too fresh in mind to leave doubt 
on that score. 


FIRST THINGS FIRST 
The parliament of Canada is occupying its 
time investigating “sweat shops,’ discussing 
titles, talking about banks and bank charters— 
all very proper subjects for attention, but sub- 
jects which in the existing situation have to 
take places as matters of minor moment. 


The all important question in Canada just 
now is how and when our army of idle men are 
to be got back at work which will yield them 
a living wage. With spring approaching, that 
question grows in urgency—and in danger— 
as the days pass. Where is the national con- 
struction program that was promised last No- 
vember? 

What is the use talking about making con- 
ditions in industrial establishments what they 
should be while thousands of men and women 
are milling about the doors of those establish- 
ments begging for jobs at any wage? Where is 
the profit in discussing titles of distinction 
while titles to homes and farms are being lost 
because their owners have no earning power? 
Why give priority to bank charters while the 
right to a chance to earn a living is withheld 
from one-third of the able-bodied men in the 
country? 

Parliament should make provision, first and 
foremost, for a program of public works con- 
struction and for a plentiful supply of cheap 
money; and thus set our unemployed army at 
self-supporting employment. That done, em- 
ployment conditions can be regulated, bank 
charters considered, and other minor matters 
attended to in the order of their importance. 
Parliament should set first things first.

WHERE ARE THE BENEFITS? 

London announces that Australia has com- 
pleted its vast debt-refunding program, reduc- 
ing interest rates of 5'4 and 5% per cent to 
342 per cent, on $545,000,000 worth of bonds. 

This news should stir strange misgivings in 
the minds of those Canadians who have accept- 
ed it as being true that our money is “sound” 
and therefore superior to the inflated money of 
Australia. 

Last August the Government of Canada 
went into the London market for a loan of 
$75,000,000. It had to pay 4 per cent. And for 
a month the trumpetings of the Minister of 
Finance proclaimed to the country that he had 
expected to have to pay more than that. 

Now comes the announcement that Aus- 
tralia has secured $545,000,000 in the same 
market at 3'2 per cent. London evidently 
thinks Australia’s “inflated” currency is worth 
more than Canada's “sound” money.” 

Somebody at Ottawa, or at the Montreal 
headquarters of our money control system, 
should take time out to explain to the Canadian 
people just where, when and how they are 
better off because they are compelled to do 
business with “sound” money instead of with 
a managed currency. 

The demonstrated facts are that when an 
Australian sells abroad he gets more, and when 
he borrows in London he pays less. As Cana- 
dians are stung both going and coming, they are 
at least entitled to an explanation of where 
the compensatory benefits of “sound” money 
are to be found, if there are any.

The Passing Show

It isn’t often J feel any particular thrill of 
satisfaction over my work that appears in this 
column daily, but today, though I say it as 


shouldn't, this is an extremely valuable con- 
tribution to thought.

If it were acted upon— 
could be very easily acted upon— 


it would instantly lift the 
burden of debt from every 
nation and community, cut 
taxes into less than half, 
empty the relief camps, end 
the breadlines and relief lists 
and start the greatest boom 
in welfare and happiness the 
world has ever known. 

That’s a pretty tall order 
—and yet it could be done. It 

z isn't difficult to understand 
J. S. Cowper and it wouldn't be difficult to 
put into force, It’s thoroughly practical. It 
works no injustice. It would make for human 
brotherhood. Any individual nation could put 
it into effect almost overnight. When one does, 
all the other nations will be compelled to fol- 
low. It's so simple that it never occurred to 
most people. When people understand it, they 
will insist on their rulers invoking this aid to 
abolish national burdens and free present and 
future generations from the chains that now 
bind them.

What is the greatest burden on nations to- 
day. No; not armaments! It’s something that 
includes armaments, the cost of wars and a very 
great deal more besides. The greatest burden 


on human kind today is the burden of public 
debt. 

The interest-bearing debt of the world is 
about 400 billion dollars. Canada with its prov- 
inces and municipalities, has a public debt of 
nearly eight billions of dollars. Each baby boy 
or girl born in the Dominion is heir to about 
$800 of debt. He cr she is worth $40 a year to 
the coupon-clippers. Try as they will they can- 
not shake off this mesh of debt. As a matter 
of fact it grows larger and heavier each year. 
The interest is extracted by taxes on food and 
clothing and implements of toil. 

The explanation of Hitlerism in Germany 
today is found in the revolt of the young gen- 
eration of Germans born since ithe war ended, 
or who were so young when it began that they 
disclaim any responsibility for it. They don’t 
see why they should be taxed and made to pay 
indemnities for a war for which they had no 
responsibility. 

Similarly, the young generation in Canada, 
Britain, United States and elsewhere, fail to see 
why they should be taxed for wars and other 
enterprises in which they had no part. Passing 
the buck to posterity has reached a point where 
the present gencration can’t carry the load any 
longer. . 


Every province in Canada is overburdened 
with interest-bearing debt. In most it has out- 
run their ability to pay out of revenue. A mem- 
ber in the Alberta Legislature last week, assert- 
ed without denial from the government, that 
in the last three years the government had only 
been able to pay out of revenue 35 per cent of 
the interest due, and had to incur new loans to 
pay the remaining 65 per cent of interest obli- 
gation. When a province has to borrow money 
to pay interest with—and Alberta is not the 
only province driven to this extremity—then it 
is clear that the end is in sight. The burden 
is too much for people to bear. To enforce fur- 
ther burden-bearing will drive population 
away. 

When people can’t pay interest further, what 
is the remedy? A very simple one; to discharge 
the principal and terminate the obligation to 
pay interest. 

It’s quite true that we haven't currency 
enough to do this with today. But the neces- 
sary currency can easily be printed. With every 
dominion, provincial and municipal bondholder 
repaid in currency of Canada the bond is ful- 
filled and the public bondage ended. It’s as 
simple as that. 


What would happen to Canada if she issued 
eight billions of paper currency and discharged 
all her public debts? There'd be immediate re- 


lief for the taxpayer. That wouldn't be all. 
Probably half of the eight billion would re- 
main in Canada. With no government or muni- 
cipal bond issues to re-invest in, there'd be 
an ample supply af cheap money for private 
enterprise and for the restoration of purchas- 
ing power. The depression would be over, never 
to return. 

There have been times on this continent, 
when in a limited degree, there was printing 
press inflation. They were times of great pros- 
perity. In United States, following the close 
of the Civil War the Republican armies were 
paid off with “greenbacks” against which there 
was no gold coverage. But the greenback dollar 
bought just as much as the silver standard 
dollar or the gold dollar. 

Prosperity attended the era of railway con- 
struction in Canada for the reason that it set in 
motion a huge amount of new money. 

Wall Street which suffered during the green- 
back era because no one needed to borrow 
credit then, saw to it that the greenback issues 
were recalled and the gold standard observed. 
St. James Street which similarly suffered 
during the easy money period in Canada, saw 
to it that currency wagcalled in and Canadians 
forced to borrow bank credit on interest. 

The world could end the depression in 
twenty-four hours if the leading nations agreed 
to pay off their bonded indebtedness. Any indi- 
vidual nation could do it for itself. The great- 
est obstacle is that the beneficiaries of the pres- 
ent system, whereby the world has been placed 
in bondage to the money and credit mongers, 
have great influence on legislators. Perhaps a 
new type of legislator will have to be evolved 
before the world can be made free, a type 
trained more to thinking and acting than to 
glad-handing and equivocating. 

There it is! The remedy is easy to apply and 
just to all concerned—even to those who for 
long have placed the world in thrall and exacted 


riches for nothing, by inducing the world to 
keep its currency to a fraction of national 
needs,

Infantile Paralysis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


President Rooseveit’s cure of a crippled 
condition due to infantile paralysis has done 
more good in waking people up to what to do 
for infantile paralysis than a million dollars 
spent for advertising. Here was a man who had 
been crippled with the disease for over two 
years, given no hope by doc- 
tors of ever getting well, who 
stuck to a natural method of 
cure until he regained the 
use of his paralyzed muscles, 
and made such a come-back 
that he won the highest hon- 
or of his country. 

The name infantile paral- 
ysis is incorrect in two ways: 
First, from the name it ap- 
pears that it attacks only in- 
fants, which is not true as a

grown person may be attacked; second, it sug- 
gests that the.disease always causes paralysis 
when as a matter of fact, most cases recover 
with no signs of paralysis remaining. It is only 
in the minority of cases that marked crippling 
occurs, 


Once a patient has recovered from the dis- 
ease he is safe from further attacks, Undoubt- 
edly, there are thousands of people in cities 
who have had infantile paralysis in such a 
light form that they did not know they had it 
and have thereby been able to manufacture 
within their bodies a resistance to it which 
makes them immune. 


Infantile paralysis is more common in cities 
than in the country and has been known to 
spread along the lines of railroad tracks and 
highways, where the infective organism is car- 
ried from one city to another. It is compara- 
tively a new disease as the only records are re- 
cent. The organism which produces it is so 
small that no man has ever seen it. 

While most cases occur during the hot sum- 
mer months, small epidemics may break out at 
other times and there is a major epidemic every 
seven years or so. The disease is steadily in- 
creasing and because no satisfactory method of 
treatment had been found until lately, many 
thousands of children and adults have been 
crippled by it. 

It is my belief that infantile paralysis can 
be prevented and will only develop in those 
children who have been weakened by wrong 
habits of eating, faulty elimination and other 
habits which produce a chronic auto-intoxica- 
tion. Such a poisoned state of the body pre- 
pares the soil for the disease, and enables the 
inflammation to develop in the delicate spinal 
cord. 

The technical name for the disorder is 
poliomyelitis. The word poliomyelitis comes 
from gray plus marrow and refers to an inflam- 
mation of the gray matter of the spinal cord. 
Doctors who specialize in the disease are often 
called ‘Polios.” 

As long as the disease is increasing, every 
mother is naturally interested in preventing it 
in her children. Some helpful rules to follow in 
protecting your child are: Keep the child away 
from crowds, especially when any known cases 
of the disease are developing; allow the young 
child a daily rest period; be sure that the child 
secures a well-balanced diet and good intestinal 
movements each day; teach the child to avoid 
drinking cups and towels handled by strangers; 
and when one of the neighbor's children is sick, 
keep your child at home. 

In most cases of infantile paralysis, the par- 
alysis will not appear for 48 hours and the child 
may appear to have one of the simple sick spells 
of childhood, The safest plan is to see that your 
child is kept away.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1831 the legis- 
lative assembly of Lower Canada 
passed the first bill of any legis- 
lative body in the British em- 
pire to give Jews complete equal- 
ity in civil matters. 

I have told in this column be- 
fore of the manner in which 
Ezekiel Hart had been elected 
member for Three Rivers, had 
been twice declared unqualified 
to sit in the legislature, and of 
how after years of struggle he 
gave up the fight in face of a 
demand by the leaders of the 
ultra-Nationalist party of the 
French Canadians who would 
have passed a bill to disqualify 
Jews from sitting in the legisla- 
ture, had not Sir James Craig 
saved the situation by his sum- 
mary dismissal of the legislature.

TRADE MUST BE RESTORED 
? By J. E, GRIERSON 


Other countries have their prob- 
lems but Canada has her own and 
largely in her own hands. We had 
no depression during the years 
1923 to 1928 when England, Aus- 
tralia and many European coun- 
tries, except France, were in the 
depths of depression with mil- 
lions of unemployed. The “hard 
times” started in Canada when 
our trade with other countries 
began to fall off. In the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1930, our 
total exports dropped 17% and 
our exports of agricultural and 
animal products dropped 35% or 
from 804 millions to 517 million 
dollars. The farmers were short 
287 million dollars with which to 
buy goods or to pay debts, Col- 
lections had either to be forced 
or done without. Railways and 
éther industries laid off men as 
they had always done under sim- 
ilar circumstances 

In July, 1930, Canada voted to 
chenge a government with a 
revenue tariff policy to one with 
a purely national policy. Our 
basic economic system was chang- 
ed from a country depending on 
trade with others, to a country 
depending on a home market. 
Since then our home market got 
smaller each year as our trade 
with other countries got less. 
2,654 million dollars in the 12 
months preceding March 31, 1929; 
2.393 million March 31, 1930; 
1,723 million March 31, 1931; 1,166 
million March 31, 1932, and 886 


million March 31, 1933. A drop to

The evidence of mental experts 
called by the University of Alberta 
during the hearing of the Powlett

counsel for the Powletts, in the ap- 
pellate division of the supreme 
court on Monday. Mr. Smith was 
replying to the arguments of coun- 
sel for the University in the hear- 
ing of the appeal brought by the 
Board of Governors of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta against the judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Ives awarding 
C. H. A. Powlett, Calgary barrister, 
and his son, Armand, a total of 
$56,860 damages as a result of the 
son allegediy being driven insane 
by freshmen’s initiation proceedings 
at the University. 


STARTED WEEK AGO 


The appeal started one week ago, 
and is not likely to conclude . be- 
fore Wednesday. 

It was the evidence of Dr. Mit- 
chell, Montreal psychiatrist, to 
which Mr. Smith devoted most of 
his attention during the Monday 
proceedings. 

Mr. Smith heaped sarcasm on the 
Statement of the doctor that the 
“initiation was really a blessing in 
disguise” in that it had been the 
means of the true condition of 
Powlett being brought to light. 


TOO ENTHUSIASTIC 


Dr. Mitchell was “too enthusias- 
tic” for the side he was on, charged 
Mr. Smith, and that “statement 
comes entirely from the doctor's 
imagination.” 

Reviewing all the facts on which 
the doctor had produced his find- 
ings, Mr, Smith said “and then he 
has the temerity to rely on evidence 
of that kind.”

Had Incomes in 1931 in 
Excess of $30,000 Infor- 
mation Reveals

Six residents, 


, identity has not been disclosed, are 


in the “big money” income class, 


| with incomes in 1931 in excess of 


$30,000, according to information 
given the legislature by Hon. R. G. 
Reid, provincial treasurer, at the 
request of J. Russell Love, U. F. A., 
Wainwright. These six residents 
had an aggregate income of $313,- 
636 for the year and the tax Jevied 
on them totalled $55,832, or about 
one-tenth of the total return by in- 
come taxation for the year. 

Not until next May will the com- 
plete information be available on 
income tax returns for 1932. 

On 1931 income a total of 24,571 
residents paid a total of $508,133 
in tax on a collective income of 
$51,930,321. 


| ELIMINATE BASE TAX 


As announced in the budget 
speech of Hon. Mr. Reid, the gov- 
ernment plans to eliminate the $3 
base tax this year, and to make up 
the balance of return by scaling up 


the tax on higher incomes. Just 
what level of income the higher tax 
at is not known, and is 
not expected to ne until the gov- 
ernment brings down the amending 
legislation in the house. 

It is rumored that it will be any- 
where from $2,500 up, but this is 
not definitely known. 

On the basis of the 1931 returns 
the group of taxpayers in the low- 
est classification of income tax 
payers, in the division from $750 
to $1,000, totalled 4,806 and with a 
gross income of $4,247,616 they paid 
a gross tax of $21,118. 

The largest group of income tax 
payers with the class from $1,000 to 
$2,000, totalling 10,536, with a gross 
income of $15,020,147 against which 
there was a tax of $85,497. 


SECOND LARGEST GROUP 

The second largest group was that 
with incomes between $2,000 and 
$3,000, in which there were 5,256 
taxpayers, who on a gross income 
of $12,852.045° paid tax totalling 
$57,280. 

There were 2089 taxpayers in the 
class between $3000 and $4000, who 
paid $38,212 on $7,145,572 income 

Between $4000 and $5000 incomes 
| contributed a tax of $24,171 on a 
| gross of $3,488,842 with 775 taxpay- 
ers contributing.

Recalling the efforts of Bismarck and other German leaders to 
make Prussian Berlin the capital of the German-speaking peoples, the Nazi 
government has stimulated “brown shirt” nationalism in Austria, forcing the 
plight of that nation into the front rank of European politics. Austria, opposed 
to Nazi influence, has warded off previous attempts at Nazi domination and 
renewal of Hitlerite activities threatens a more serious conflict. The Austrian 
government has protested the action. Although the agitation is directed by the 
Nazi government, which he heads, Chancellor Adolf Hitler of Germany has 
denied responsibility, and has ridiculed Austria’s protest.

NEVER BEEN EXPLORED 


The purpose of the expedition, as 
stated by Mr, Bedaux, is “to pene- 
trate the vast area between the Can- 
adian Rockies and the Cassiar and 
Siskine mountains, just south of the 
Yukon, which has never been ex- 
plored, and to record valuable geo- 
graphical, geological and meteoro- 
Jogical data concerning this area.” 

Recent maps of the British Col- 
umbia Bureau of Mines variously 
describe the region lying between 
Sifton Pass and Dease Lake as “fa- 
vorable for prospecting by aircraft” 
and “favorable for prospecting for 
placer gold.” The huge granite 
faults known as the Cassiar and 
the Siskine batholiths, which pro- 
duced some of the Yukon’s richest 
gold mines, lie across the expedi- 
tion’s path. Silver, lead, copper, 
zinc and even the radium-yielding 
pitch-blends are commonly found 
in such batholithic formations. 

“Ours is decidedly not an expedi- 
tion of gold-seekers,” said Mr. Be- 
daux. “We shall, however, follow 
the suggestion of the British Col- 
umbia Department of Mines and 
examine carefully such batholithic 
outcroppings as we may encounter. 
There is of course the possibility 
that we may make an important 
discovery of minerals. 

“On our short exploratory trips 
into this country in 1926 and 1932 
we found gold-bearing sediment in 
a number of the mountain streams. 
But it panned only $10 to $15 a ton, 
which would make it commercially 
unprofitable in its present state of 
inaccessibility.” 

Personnel and equipment for the 
Bedaux-Canadian 1934 exploration 
will be assembled in June at Jas- 
per, which will be outfitting and 
training headquarters for the ex- 
pedition.
